MARCH  UNIFOB.M  PRICE  $4,05 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  March  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4,05  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3,5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7,1  cents  for  each  one  tenth 
of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%,  standard  will  be  used. 
This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown 
on  page  5 and  the  class  parices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.05  price  for  March  1963  is  1 cent  above  the  February  1963  price,  but  19 
cents  below  the  March  1962  price, 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  19,680,251  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  March  1963,  of  which  15,839,650  pounds  or  80.5%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  13.0%>  from  February  1963,  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  up  15.1%,  from  February  1963, 

APRIL  CLASS  I PRICE  $4,29 

$1,20  was  added  to  the  March,  basic  formula  price  of  $3.09  (Wisconsin-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  April.  This  price  of  $4.29  is 
1 cent  below  the  March  Class  I price, 

CLASS  I PRICE  DIFFERENTIAL  TO  REMAIN  AT  $1,20 

The  USDA  on  March  27  suspended  the  wording  "Through  March  31,  1963"  of  §1047, 5 1(a) 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Order  effective  April  1,  This  has  the  effect  of  maintaining  the  amount 
of  $1.20  as  the  Class  differential  which  is  added  to  the  basic  formula  price  each 
month  to  establish  the  Class  I price,  A recommended  decision  by  the  Department  was 
also  signed  March  27  which  proposed  extending  this  provision  until  December  31,  1964. 

SUPPORT  PRICES  INCREASED  SLIGHTLY 

Support  prices  for  the  1963-1964  marketing  year  were  announced  as  $3.14  per  hundred- 
weight for  manufacturing  milk  and  58,1  cents  per  pound  for  butterfat.  Comparable 
support  prices  for  the  marketing  year  which  ended  March  31,  1963  were  $3.11  and  57.1 
cents.  Prices  for  both  years  reflected  75%  of  parity. 

"Even  though  support  prices  are  higher  for  the  coming  year,  buying  prices  for 
butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk  are  unchanged  from  the  current  year’s  prices  because  last 
year's  experience  indicates  that  these  prices  will  keep  producer  average  returns  at 
the  national  levels  announced  for  the  coming  marketing  year.  The  relative  low  support 
purchases  of  cheese,  as  compared  with  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk,  during  the  current 
marketing  year  indicates  the  need  for  an  increase  of  1 cent  per  pound  in  the  buying 
price  for  cheese  as  an  assurance  to  maintain  the  support  price  for  manufacturing  milk."
